No less a body than the bureau of labor of 
the department of commerce and labor has 
had trained investigators at work ascertain- 
ing how the manufacturers of Chicago treat 
their working. women. 

The result of the inquiry is à report issued 
by the bureau yesterday which indicated 
that women in Chicago were worked ten, 
eleven and as high ag thirteen hours a day 
by their employers. The investigation was 
conducted during the busy seasons of 1008 
and 1909, which is prior to the time when 
the Llinois ten hour law went into effect. 

However, the report is applicable to con- 
ditions in certain branches of labor today, 
owing to the fact that many of the industries 
investigated do not come within the provi- 
sions of the ten hour law. Such industries

Industries Embraced in Report, 

Among the industries treated im the report 
are; 

Paper box making establishments. 

Candy factories. 

Elevated station ticket agents. 

Steam laundries. 

Garment factories. 

Corset establishments. 

Small retail stores | 

Department stores. 


Fifty-seven establishmentts, employing 
nearly 4,500 women in séven industries, were 
studied, and 2,0u6 women employees furnished 
personal data. Of the total of women em- 


’ ployed in the seven industries, 604 were under 


16 years of age. 
In the eight candy factories investigated it 
was found that the six day week was the 
rule in the season of normal activity. Of 
the 409 women whe reported 9 worked 92% 
hours during a single week of the rush season, 
and 193 worked 72 to 85 hours. 
Only about-14 per cent et the 112 laundry 
women who made individual reports workec 
longer than 60 hours a week, but hours of 
labor for some of the women during a part 
of the week were 12% a day. 

Of the 100 women reporting in the clotfing 
industry, only 5 per cent worked more than 
sixty hours a week during the busy season, 
and 29 per cent from 55% to 60 hours. 

Out of the 100 women reporting from out- 
lying stores, 82 gave 80 hours or more in the 
number worked during the week before 
Christmas and only one of the 82 had worked 
fewer than 72% hours the week before that. 


IL Agents Work 12 Hours 7 Days. 

The report says in part: 

„ The five elevated railway companies of 
Chicago employ 284 women as regular ticket 
agents, and in addition have within call 100 
other women who are classed as extras and 
whose duty it is to relieve the regular agents 
when desired. The hours of labor for ticket 
agents Who are regularly employed number 
twelve each day of the seven days in the 
week, and no allowance is made for à vaca- 
tion period. 

“There is no lunch hour, each girl, if she 
wishes luncheon, being required either to 
bring it or to send for it and to eat it at her 
station as opportunity affords. Notwith- 
standing the long hours these positions are 
sought eagerly because of the independent 


nature of the work and because the daily rate 


of pay—ranging from $1.70 on one road to 
$2 on the others—is higher than that paid 
women in other work of the same character. 


Conditions in the Stores. 


he working hours for women employed 


in the neighborhood department and emall 
retail dry goods stores are considered longer 
than for women employed in the large down- 
town stores. For the dowptown stores the 
regular hours are from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m., 
with three-quarters of an hour for luncheon. 

“The hours of work during the normal 
season and the hours worked during the busy 
season in each of eleven stores located sev- 
eral miles distant from the downtown stores

Boston, Mass., Feb. 26—([Spectal.]—Two 
momen tous riddles have been Plved here; 
both by women. They are: 

How can you tell if aman is a bachelor? 

Why is the college girl often more unat- 
tractive than her sister who stays at home? 

The first question is answered thus by Mrs. 
Emma W. Clark, president of the Boston 
Woman's league, who opposes a tax on bach- 
elors: 

„* Bachelors, the voluntary and hopeless 
kind, can easily be distinguished,“ said Mrs. 
Clark. On a recent trip to Hull with my 
friend, Miss Floretta Vining, who believes 
in taxing bachelora, I told her I could pick 


out every bachelor in our car, regardless 


of the fact that I didn’t know any of the 
men in the car. She took me up and I pointed 
out several men to her as bachelors. She 
admitted I was right and wondered how I 
did it. 


Betrayed by Furtive Look. 

“IT didn't tell her, but it is because every 
bachelor of that kind hag a furtive lock, 
something akin to that of a bufted animal, 
always on the watch for snares and pitfalls. 

“T divide the unmarried into two classes, 
bachelors and spinstera The two classes are 
quite distinct. Any woman may marry if 
she will, but it often happens that the only 
one who appears sufficiently pleasing in the 
eyes of a man obstinately refuses to marry 
him. The only condition for women, there- 
fore, in a broad sense, is voluntary, while 
in the case of men it is unavoidable and, 
of course, not properly punishable.”

BRIGGS HOUSE REPORTED SOLD 
TO A. H. LOEB FOR $505,000. 


Alleged New Owner Said to Have 
Given 99 Year Lease of the Prop- 
erty to Hotel Company. 


The Briggs house, hegotiations for the sale 
of which were reported several daysago, was 
said last night to have been sold to Albert 
H. Loeb, vice president of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., for a consideration of 55, 

Frederic C. and W. B. Gibbs appear as 
the owners of record. The former, who re- 
sides at the Lexington hotel, refused to an- 
swer all questions concerning the reported 
sale.

The robbery was committed some time last. 
night. It was reported to the New York 
police by wireless while the vessel was near- 
ing the pier in Hoboken, N. J., today. The 
gems were taken some time between 10:30 
last n. ht and 9:30 this morning. Before re- 
tiring Mrs. Drummond had placed them. in 
a dra wer in the bedroom of her suite. 

Mrs. Drummond gave to the police @ de- 
tailed description of the jewelry taken, and 
this was sent broadcast in an effort torecover 
it, The New York police have little hope 
of getting the thief, However, and officials 
of the Hamburg-American Hine say that un- 
lees. the police solve the mystery, it is likely 
to be forever unsolved. They réfuse to ac- 
cept responaibility for the loss of valuables 
left in passengers’ staterooms. 

Jewels Which Were Taken. 

Following is a list of the jewelry which wag 


taken: 


$65,000. It is said that, though smaller 
than some necklaces of pearis, it has 
few rivals in its beauty and perfection. 

One black pearl ring, the pearl sur- 
rounded by diamonds perfectly white 
and each weighing about a carat and 
a half, valued at $9,000. . 

One large white pearl, set in a ring 
and surrounded by perfectly white 
diamonds weighing one carat and a 
half each, valued at $12,000. 


One black and pink pearl brooch, 
set alternately with large and perfecte 
ly white diamonds of about two carats 
each, with a large black pearl pendant, 
pronounced in Europe to be one of 
the finest piecés of its kind ever manu- 
factured there and valued at $32,000.’ 

Two black pearl earrings, surround- 
ed by large diamonds, white and per- 
fectly matched, and valued at 312,000. 

Jewels Seen by Many. 

Mrs. Drummond had worn the jewels at a 
dinner in the Ritg-Cariton restaurant aboard 
the liner last night. They could be seen 
through the black lace work of her corsage. 
Some other diners, all of whom, like Mrs. 
Drummond, were dressed for the occasion, 
were C. C. Rumsey and Mrs, Rumsey, who 
was Mary Harriman, daughter of E. H. Har- 
riman; Mr. and Mrs. F. L. Chapin, and Mrs. 
P.-Von Schiller, who claims a relationship 
with the German poet. 

Mrs. Drummond and her husband went to 
their respective suites on the port side of 
the Roosevelt deck, numbered 168 and 178, 
across an athwartships aisle from each’ 
other, about 10:30 p. m. 

A French maid assisted her in undressing, 
Before this Mrs. Drummond had taken off 
the jewelry and put it in the drawer in the 
writing desk furthest from the door, which 
opened from a cross-ships aisle accessible to 
all of the cabin passengers and all of the first 
cabin stewards. She had taken from one of 
her trunks the tray of her jewel case and 
into this she tossed the jewelry. 


Bedroom Door Not Locked. 

Mrs. Drummond said she did not lock the 
door of her suite which opens on her bed- 
room, as she is a light sleeper, and there- 
fore believed she would be awakened by the 
entrance of anybody. The chief reason she 
leaves her doors unlocked when she is aboard

Watch Had Seen Nothing, 

Quinn learned all that has been related 
and found that Steward Rausch, whose duty 
it was to see that everything was well in 
the section of the deck where the Drummondsz 
were, and his relief, Stuhldreyer, had no- 
ticed nothing amiss.

Two Men Closely Watched. © 

Mrs. Drummond recalled that two cabin 
gassengers had shown more than usual in- 
terest in her, and named them to Quinn at 
bis request. Naturally Quinn could do noth- 
ing in the matter except request Acting Dep- 
uty Surveyor Norwood, who had charge of 
the customs men, to give the baggage of the 
men a thorough overhauling. It turned out 
that the men were residents of this city. of 
good repute, who had been attracted to Mrs. 
Drummond by her appearance and her repu- 
tation. Nevertheless the men were looked 
over carefully by the customs sieuths, after

Mre. Drummond was met on the pier by er 
niece, Mrs. King of this city, and Mr. King. 
Before she gave up hope of taking the jew- 
elry with her to the Plaza she talked with 
reporters. She said all her jewelry had not 
been taken. This was apparent, a she wore 
two large pearl earrings, @ diamond brooch, 
several diamond. ornaments in her hat, and 
other jewelry that a customs appraiser might 
have said cost $25,000. As she is a foreign 
resident. her jewelry is not dutiable; besides, 
much of it was bought here while she was 
Mrs. Field 

Mrs. Drummond was at first disinclined to 
say anything about her loss, remarking thet 
she thought it might be regarded as discour- 
teous to the Hamburg-American line, and 
that she therefore would have to refer the 
reporters to Capt. Knuth of the Amerika. 
She was told that the wider the publicity 
given to the case the better chance she would 
have of recovering her treasures.. Then she 
said: 
am willing to do anything to get them 
back. I shall offer a reward for them, wheth- 
er or not the person who stole them is caught. 
I don't suspect anybody and I do not know” 
what to do. This was my first visit to the 
United States in three years and it being so 
soon after my marriage I want to avoid as 
much publicity as possible.” 

Brooch a Great Loss. 

Mrs. Drummond then told how she put 
her jewelry on when she dined and how she 
took it off before she went to bed, giving the 
Getails already related.

POWER TO CALL STRIKE.

Committee to Continue Negotia- 
tions; Authorized to Act in 
Case of Breach. 


The settlement proposition offered by of- 
ficials of the Chicago Telephone company 
to a. committee of the electrical workers was 
rejected unanimously yesterday at a mac 
meeting of the union and nonunion employés 
of the company. 

More than 700 electrical workers, including 
wiremen, cable splicers, and shop men, at- 
tended the meeting, which was held in Mu- 
sicians’ hall, 166 Washington street. The 
men voted to continue negotiations with the 
company and to insist on the demand that- 


thirty-three discharged union employés ‘oe 
reinstated’ unconditionally. 


The committee was given full power to act 


the company refuses to yield. Another con- 
ference with the officials of the company 
will be held at 10 o'clock this morning. At 
that meeting the action of the men will be 
reported. 


Company’s Proposal Is Qualified. 
At a conference in the offices Of the com- 
pany in the morning the officials agreed to 
reinstate the discharged men and to allow 
the linemen employed in the loop district 
to be union members. The proposition was 
qualified by a proviso that no employé out- 
side of the loop could belong to the union. 
This was rejected, according to the union 
officials, because fifteen out of the thirty- 
three discharged men were employed on 
lines. out of the Calumet exchange, and if 
reinstated under the conditions offered these 
men would have to tear up their union cards. 
It was pointed out at the meeting also that 
under such a condition the company could 
weed out all union men in the loop by trans- 
ferring them to outlying exchanges. 


Demands of Labor Men. 

In arder to avert a strike, the labor men 
said, the company must yield on the follow- 
ing points: 

Reinstatement of thirty-three men dis- 
charged for being members of the union. 

Right to unionize the entire plant of the 
company. 

That the company considered the situa- 
tion as serious was indicated by the fact 
that President B. E. Sunny and General 
Supt. Larned attended the conference with 
the union committee, in addition to General 
Manager A. 8. Hibbard. That the officials 


are anxious to avert a strike was shown by 


their willingness to back down from the po- 
sit ton of refusing to reinstate the discharged 
men. 
Two Locals’ Support Promised, 

Business Agents Harvey W. Raven and 
John Nichols of locals No. 134 and 376, respec- 
tively, attended the meeting and promised 
moral and financial support of their unions 
in the event of a striko of telephone em- 
ployés.

Federal Judge Convenes Court to 
Free Land Man of Fraud. 


REPORTS WERE MAGNIFIED? 


San Luis Land and Cattle and El Maiz 
Sugar Companies’ Head ‘Cleared. 


With ten for acquittal pitted against two 
fer conviction and no hope for an agree- 
ment, the jury in the case of Wiliam Neal 
Smith, charged with having used ‘the mails 
to defraud, was directed yesterday noon to 
return a verdict for the defendant by Judge 
A. L. Sanborn of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. This is one of the few in- 
stances in the federal courts in which a 
court session was held on Sunday. 

The trial against Smith began five weeks 


ago. The cage went to the jury on Satur- 


day morning. 

Smith was indicted n October, 1900, while 
euperintendent of the San Luis Land and 
Cattle company and the DI Mals sugar plan- 
tation, both of Mexico. It was upon re 
ports of progress and development of the E 
Maiz sugar plantation, sent to Chicago by 
Smith, and in turn sent broadcast to prospec- 
tive buyers, that the federal authorities 


started the criminal proceeding. 


Say Reports Were 

At the trial evidence was presented to show 
that the original reports of Smith were not 
advertised, but that substitute reports, great- 
ly magnified and attributed to him, were sent 
out. 
The San uls Land and Cattle company had 
acquired 66,000 acres of land from D. E.

They stay 
out late at night and consider it none of 
their parents’ Husiness. 


Small Homes Force Out Girls. 

“ Az the living quarters have grown smaller 
the attractions on the streets have become 
greater.

OF HUNGARY DIES 


Career of Baron Desiderius 
Banffy, Champion of Magyar 
Interest, Closed. 


FOUNDER OF NEW PARTY. 


Remembered for Resistance to 
Attack on Government Led 
by Count Apponyi. 


BUDAPEST, Feb. 26—Baron Desiderius 
Banffy, former premier of Hungary, and a 
leader, of the New party, died today. He 
was born Oct. 28, 1843, at Klausenburg, and 


‘since 1875 he had been with more or less 


regularity, a member of the Hungarian cham- 
ber of deputies. He inherited a seat in the 
Hungarian house of magnates, and was 
elected to a post of honor in that body in 
1875. 

He has served as administrative chief of 
several counties in the provi of Sieben- 


buergen, and as such he protected with 


énergy the interests of the Magyar nation 
against the encroachments of the other na- 
tionalities of Hungary. 

Opponent of Count Apponyi.. 

Baron Banffy was made president of the 
chamber in 1892, and in 1895 he became pre. 
mier. 
had to fight a strong opposition, arrayed | 


Toward the end of 1808 as premier he | 


against the government by the independents | 


and the national parties. The latter was 
under the leadership of Count Apponyl, and 
had united with the independents. 

During this campaign, and as a result of 
a flerce perscnal attack in the chamber, 
Banffy fought a pistol duel with Ferdinand 
Koransky, formerly minister of commerce 
in the Sell cabinet. Neither was wounded. 
Banffy resigned as premier on Feb. 26, 1899. 

Founds the New Party, 

He soon founded the so-called New party, 
the platform of which Is based on the Hun- 
garian demands of 1867. It is interesting to 
note that Baron Banffy, who as premier had 
to contend with a vast amount of parliamen- 


| tary obstruction, was one of the leaders of 
the strong opposition to the plan of the Tisza 


cabinet to effect reform of the house rules of 
procedure. 

Banffy for some years was chief court 
chamberlain to the king. He was accused 
recently of participation in the bringing out 
of a pamphlet directed against the crown and 
entitled, Hungary and the Hohenzollerns, 
but a court examination resulted in sreeing 
him from these charges.

8 to End Poverty. 


The Rev. Eugene A. Bartlett at the r 
ist Church of the Redeemer proposed two plan 
to end poverty. One suggestion is to have in- 
competent men and women placed in an in- 
stitution to be provided with a view to their 
practical training for work; another is to start 
a farm city where persons committed by court 
action would benefit in many ways. 

‘Chicago needs two new institutions,” he said. 
“Tt is dificult to obtain work for the indom- 
petent. Yet these men and women drift about 
the city and demand expenditure of money in 
their behalf. 

“Let us build two sets of buildings, ‘one for 
men, the other for women, in which, they can 
be taught trades: 

“Chicago also should establish within a hun- 
dred miles, in the state of IHinois, a farm city. 
In this city I would have constructed cottage 
homes, each with garden and field, and to these 
little homes I would have families who have 
repeatedly failed in the city committed by the 
court for a period of not less than five years.“

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Stock s String Quartet 
Played by the Kneisels.

STRING quartet by Frederick A. Stock, 
conductor of the Thomas orchestra, was 
the first ring of the Kneisels at the 
third concert of their present series in 
Music hall yesterday afternoon. The au- 
dience, as usual, was much smaller than it 
should have been, not even Mr. Stock’s popu- 
larity with patrons of the Thomas concerts suf- 
ficing to attract in large numbers the people 
Who are presumed to represent the most cul- 
tured faction of Chicago's music lovers. This 
is a elrcumstance sincerely ‘to. be regretted, 
since the few people present manifested their 
interest in the composition in a manner that 
left no doubt as to the pleasure they derived 
from it, 
The E minor quartet is a youthful work, hav- 
ing been composed thirteen years ago. It lacks, . 
in a-measu the individuality that has devel- 


phony. But it displays technical attainme 
that command the liveliest respect. These 
concerned first with an expansion of the string 
quartet idiom that accémplishes a breadth and 
fullness of effect constantly suggestive of the 
orchestra. 

> 


The suggestion is psychological rather than 
actual. Four voices’ cannot compass the poly- 
phony of twenty or more different instruments. 
Stock has attained his illusion by a complicated 
art of figurations rather than by strict voice 
leading. Many voices begin, but their continua- 
tions artfully are turned into new begfgnings, 
and tue harmonic mass is maintained in its 
fullness with a semblance of constant, many 
voiced activity that is yet not strictly contra- 
puntal. 

This effect, if not new, being entirely in ac- 
cord with modern tendencies, is still sufficiently 
unusual to constitute a manner that may justly 
be described as individual. In his treatment of 
tonality as a means to the attainment of vari- 
ety, Stock’s early quartet Also marks an ad- 
vance. If we are today not particularly puzzled 
by a composition that is announced as begin- 
ning in E minor, but hardly pauses to establish 
that key before beginning an exploration of its 
most distant transpositions, it is only because 
we have become accustomed to a musical idiom 
that is essentially chromatic and no longer de- 
mands the narrow limits of the diatonic scale to 
define a musical idea. 

Some tmpression of the freedom from classic 


work may be gained by the musician from the 
statement that ter a shifting and illusive 
transition, which is nevertheless made vital by 
the strong rhythm of the principal theme, the 
second idea enters in the remote key of E flat 
major. * ; 

e — 

Neither the first nor the second theme is es- 
pecially original. Modern German music can- 
not, it seems, escape from the domination of 
Wagner and Strauss, and to both these masters 
Stock pays the tribute of unconscious reminis- 
cence. Rather more individuality is expressed 
in the new rhythm advanced by the so-called 
coda or closing theme of the first movement. 

For the characteristic expressions of the 
Womposer's personality one must, however, turn 
to the technical aspects of the work, of which 
the most conspicuous remains the variety of 
tonality and the quasi-polyphonic fullness ana- 
lyzed above. The latter was almost constantly 
in evidence. The former was manifested inter- 
estingly in the development section of the first 
movement with its constant whole tone tra 
positions of alternating minor and major s 
tions. 

The scherzo ts a more conventional move- 
ment, with real lightness of spirit and vivacity 
rhythm as its fundamental impulse and a 
warm, sensuous, slow moving trio that attains 
a lyric eloquence quite Wagnerian. Cleverness 
| and a humor typical of the composer are dis- 
played in the varied return of the scherzo, and 
it closes with a delightful effect of flageolets.

century civilization can endure much longer 
with a large portion of our population grow- 


ing ‘up under conditions which are bound to 


produce a degenerate race, stunted morally 
and physically,” Mr. Ball told the current

>» Blames Conditions for Crime. 


“People cannot continue to live in a 
civilized way under the conditions they are 
subjected to in the tenement districts of 
Chicago, and yet uncivilized people multiply 
faster than the upper classes. Bad homes 
and bad housing conditions are prime causes 
of drunkenness and crime ss 

“ Untold millions of dollars are lost to the 
city each year as well as to the tenement 
dwellers themselves on account of the indus- 
trial inefficiency of workmen who work and 
sleep without sunlight and without ventila- 
tion.” | 

Would Have Homes Separated. 

Mr. Ball advdbated an ordinance which in 
the residence districts of the city would re- 
quire houses to be buflt thirteen and a half

GREAT AID FOR EXPORTS. 


Holland Points Out, That It 
Would Decrease Cost of Liv- 
ing in America. 


| BY HOLLAND. 
New York, Feb. 26.— [Special. ]—If it be neo- 
essary to give point to any argument in favor 
ot reciprocity with Canada, at least to argu- 
ments based upon the advantages to Ameri- 
gan manufacturers, a brief story of what is 
now under way at Niagara Falls may be of 
value. 

With the exception of the large paper nilis 

established upon the American side of the 
falls, probably no opposition, but, instead, 
Warm approval for reciprocity would unques- 
tionably be given by the great manufactur- 
ing interests centered there. 
We have heard much recently ofthe growth 
of manufacturing at Niagara Falls, and of 
the indications that within a few years there 
will have n established upon the American 
side one bf the greatest of manufacturing 
centers in the United States. The growth of 
manufacturing there is proved by the fact 
that the world famous Niagara. electrical 
power company has now, after eleven years 
of operation, begun to pay dividends, This, 
of course, shows the large marketing of the 
power produced through the transformation 
‘of some of the energy of the Niagara river 
into electric energy at the falls. 


American Capital in Canada. 
There seems, however, to be little under- 
standing in this country of the great growth 
of manufacturing upon the Canadian side 
ot the Niagara river. The belief is prevalent 
in Canada that manufacturing upon the 
Canadian side will be established ultimately 
upon a lerger scale than updn the United 
States side of the river. The charges for 


‘electric energy are much lets upon the Cana- ) 


‘dian than upon our Own side, and much of 
thé capital whjch has made possible this 
Jarge development of manufacturing in Can- 
ada by the banks of the Niagara ia furnished 
dy Americans. 8 
American manufacturers have cone to Can- 
ada to take advantage of the opportunity of- 
fered by the Canadian Power company to 
ufacture upon a large and economic 
Scale, chiefly so that they may thereby be 
enabled to enter into successful competition 
with Great Britain and with Canada herself 
for markets for American manufactured 
products, chiefly agricultural or electric. By 
manufacturing in Canada the Canadian cus- 
tems duties are ‘escaped. One of the largest 
of the corporations of the United States, 
whose product is, machinery and tools, bas 
established a great manufactory in Canada 
Vun results that have been ever greater than 
the expectations when the plant . es- 
tablished. 


One Advantage of Reciprocity. 
But if the reciprocity pact becomes the 
law, it is likely to make it unnecessary for 
further investment of our own capital im 
manufacturing interests in Canada to be 
jmade, for the only advantage to be-gained 
then would be the proximity to Canadian 
‘markets. 
Canada is now a good market for American 
agricultural machinery. Many of the agri- 
sutural implements used in Canada are 
‘made by Canadians themselves, but if the 
impression of President Taft and of those 
experts who, as representatives of both

A few small lots of selected storage eggs 
were sold during last week's activities in the 
produce trade gt Chicago, but the price at 
which the sales were consummated was 130 
a dozen or scarcely 50 per cent of their cost 
when they were first bought to go into 
| coolers, 

These sales were effected early in the week, 

when prices of fresh laid stock bulged 2% a 
dozen as a result of a sharp falling off in 
arrivals. The best bid uncovered for the gen- 
eral run of cold storage eggs was Sc a dozen 
and there we not many buyers willing to 
take hold even at that low price. 
Licht receipts during the first part of the 
week were attributed to bad country roads 
and not to any falling off in the production. 
This beHef wae corfirmed later in the week 
when receipis here and at other prominent 
market points developed much larger vol- 
ume. Prices reflected the influence of freer 
marketings and dropped 2c a dozen, closing 
ina weak position and not much higher than 
the lun point of the season.

IDEAS IMPRESS CHICAGOANS. 


Says People Go at Problem Wrong 
Way and Gives Plan, 


j 

Fire insurance men were deeply tmpreseed 
with the address of Secretary F. H. Went- 
worth of the National Fire Protective asso- 
ciation before the Chicago board oi under- 
writers at its filtieth anniversary banquet. 
Mr Wentworth is the foremost exponent 
of effective fire prevention in the country. 
He is making a tour of the west and south, 
visiting credit men's associations and en- 
deavoring to get them interested in the work 
of trying to decrease the fire waste. 

The public, in Mr. Wentworth's opinion, fe 
smarting under the annual drain by fire. It 
is impoverishing in its effect. The people 
are endeavoring to cope with the big issue, 
but he declares they are going at it in the 
wrong way. The people feel the impact of 
the annual drain on the financial resources 
by the continued high insurance rates they 
pay. They seek therefore to get the traiffe 
reduced. They endeavor to influence the 
lgisiatures to pase bills hostile to insurance 
interests. They do not want the companies 
to agree as to rating functions, but seek to 
foree out-and-out competition. 

Mr. Wentworth says the effect of continued oner- 
ous burdens imposed by the states will be to force 
fire insurance capital from the field. Companies 
will retire from states when the legal regulat.ons 
become so onerous as to eliminate all chance of 
profit from writing insurance in such states. There 
will be a lack of insurance capacity and the busi- 
ness interests will be embarrassed. Then he pre- 
dicts there wili be appeals to legislatures to cease 
attacks on the insurance companies. Mr. Vent- 
worth believes in impressing the facts on the 
‘pabiic before any untoward steps are taken to fur- 
— hamper the operations of the insurance com- 
panies. 


— 

Mr. Wentworth says the public must take a hand 
in the reduction of the losses before rates can be 
lessened. Present rates are based he says, on the 
present annual fire loss, with sufficknt loading to 
cover expense of operation. The collection of fire 
premiume is in the nature of a tax, the ingu. ance 
companies being the collectors end distributors. 
The fire tax levy is assessed to meet the require- 
ments. Until the big annual drain in the weke 
of the fire fiend can be cut down, Mr. Wentworth 
states, there will be no lasting and material rate 
reduction. The pubdiic must be brought face to face 
with the question, he asserted, and must act with 
intelligence, Rates, he contended, will never be 
reduced by statute. Companies will leave states 
where they are unduly hampered rather than put 
up with burdens that take the profit all out of the 
business. 

Insurance Supt. Fred W. Potter of Illinols fcl- 
lowed a similar vein of thought in his address. 
He said the IIIinois department is t in m- 
pathy with hostile legislation. He ‘believes it 
defeate the end the legislators have in view. 
The way to get lower rates, he says, is to reduce 
fire hazards. The insurance interests, he held. 
must take the public into their ocnfidence and 
point out precisely what can be done to lower 
rates. He believes that once the public is aroused 
to the necessities of the hour it will respond, 

Mr. Potter spoke in glowing terms of tre work 
and final report of the Ill'nois fire insurance com- 


mission He believes that the commiesion ap- 


pointed by Gov. Deneen went into the subject 
from every angle. Its findings are based on facts, 
and he thinks its influence will be felt throughoyt 
the state. 
— * 

The reinsurance of the Washington Fire of Seat- 
tle in the Fireman's Fund last week was a dis- 
tinct surprise. The Washington wes not a large 
company, but it had a good reputation in the cen- 
tra] west. The company established a department 
in Chicago a few years ego for all territory west 
of the Rocky Mountains. Vice President Caleb G. 
Yates was put in charge. Later on the department 
was disband2d, but the field was placed under the 
jurisdiction of F. M. Fargo, with the title of gen- 
eral agent. The stockholders of the company had 
voted to increase the capital and add to the surplus 
funds. The company got caught in the San Fran- 
cisco fire, but paid its losses without hésitaticn. 
From thie fact agents considered the company @ 
courageous one and did not doubt its permanency.
